Capt. Thomas Maher, Assistant Chief 
of Detectives, has returned from New 
York City, where he spent eleven days 
and saw the city from emi to eml, as 
probably no Louisville man ever saw it 
within the same time. Capt. Maher went 
to New York on business, yet he managed 
to combine s good deal of sight sedng 
with his official duties, and during his 
sojourn gained a world of • ekperience. 
He went to the metropolis to bring back 
a man wanted in this dty on a felony 
charge. Ri (jnisition papers were neces- 
sary and Capt. .Maher went with his 
papers fully and pr ^iierl)- prepared, as he 
thought. However, .New York courts are 
quite technical, and a lliw v.as found in 
the requisition. The papers had to be 
mailed back to Kentucky and this gave 
Capt. Maber an extension of time in the 
most progressive dty in the world. Of 
course he doea not regret his trip nor the 
delay occasioned. To a reprcaentatlve Of 
the Kentucky Iriah American he aaid: 

"I have visited various parts of the 
country, from the great lakes to the Gulf 
of Mexico and from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic ocean, and I iinist say I was 
never treated lietter or .saw more to de- 
light me than in New York City. Of 
courae I aaw it under peculiarly ad van- 
tageona drcumatancea, becauae I waa 
almost always accompanied by a detec- 
tive who knew every hole and corner of 
the c'ty. You can see what advantage 
that gave me in getting around and get- 
ting around quickly. I could fill books 
with what I saw, but of course the readers 
of your pap<r^.«aa patn ei pa lly l»>evealed 
in Irish-Americans, and let me tell yon 
there are plenty of them in New York, 
plenty cl them on the police and detec- 
tive foroea and lu^ng high and im- 
portant poaitiona in the dty government 
William McAdoo, the new Commissioner 
of Police, was born in Ireland, but came 
to America when quite young, yet from 
all I learued he is as patriotic an Irish- 
man as can be found anywhere, and at 
the aame time is as gocKl an American. 
Inspector George McClusky, head of the 
detective bureau, ia another Iriah-Ameri- 
can of whom our peoptemay well be 
pitMid. He ia keen, active, intelligent 
and haa more than ordinary, executive 
ability. 'To show you In what eatimation 
be was held, here is a copy of a commend- 
atory letter to him written by Oen. F. V. 
Greene, the retiring Commissioner and a 

Republican: 

" 'Dear Sir — Before the close of my 
administration of the police department 
I take pleasure in expressing my appre- 
dation of the skill which you have ad- 
ministered in the affaira of the detective 
bnccan ainoe I placed you in charge of 
that bureau, about ten monlha since. 
The efficiency of the detective force has 
been g^reatly improved under your com- 
mand, and in the two most diflicull cases, 
viz: the so-called "Barrel murder" and 
"Ripper murder," your energy and skill 
in -apprehending the murderers have 
justly gained the approval and com- 
mendation of the citizens of New Yo(k. 
Wishing you all possible success as a 
police official of the higheat right and of 
national reputation, I remain, very sin- 
cerely yours, 

" *F. V. Grsrnb, Commissioner.'

Serareant, ia head of the Bertillon ayatem 
there. Be is another fine fellow. So is 
Detective Sergeant John F. Kelly. Why, 
I was always being introduced to Capt. 
Sweeney, Capt. Shelley, Capt. Flannigan 
and lota of others with such names 
Don't think for a moment all the good 
people I met there were Irish, though. 
One of the cleverest gentlemen I ever 
met was Detective Sergeant William H. 
Fnnston, who waa with me every day, 
took me to his home, took me every- 
where and saw that I aaw New York in 
all iu Ughta and shadows. Re ia a thor- 
ough gentleman, and I hope to be able to 
show bim around in Kentucky someday. 
John J. Curtayne, one of the managers at 
Lyon's restaurent on the Bowery, was 
another fine fellow. He was a Cork 
Irishman, an intense Nationalist' and all 
right. Say, I could go on this wsy for a 
week reciting the names of Irishmen 
who are at the top in New York. Many 
of them that I met, in fact nearly all of 
tbem, were Knlghta of Colnmbua, and 
the Knights of Columbus there are hold- 
ing responsible positions in the city gov- 
ernment, in mercantile affairs, and many 
of tbem are in business for themselves. 
When these New York K. C.'s found out 
I was a K. C. and from Kentucky they 
could not do euough for me. 

"Another thing that struck me in New 
York WHS the fine appearance of the 
police and detectives. They are all big, 
strapping fellows, excellently well dressed 
and up to date. Among them I never 
fouad-a man who would take a drink or 
who showed the alightest sign of ever

The Very Rev. Father Mclatyre. Pro- 
vincial of the Oblate order, passed away 
Christmas eve at the House of Retreat in 
Dublin. 

Close on a dozen branches of the Gaelic 
League have been organised and the 
laagnage moveaMBt ia now on a fairly 
aolid footiaf la Bait CoHc. 

The body of a man. anbacquently 
identified as being that of Daniel Twohig. 
of nishopstowii, was found horribly ninti- 
lated near Healy's bridge, ou the Cork & 
Muskerry railway line. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Greater Cork Interaatioaal Bzhibitioa 
has agreed to accept the optioa of Capt 
Jennings to purchaae the porttoa of the 
grounds extending up to the ferry walk 
as an addition to the Fitzgerald Park. 

The terms upon which the Duke of 
Devonshire offers to dispose of his County 
Cork property have been unanimously 
rejected by the tenants. To his judicial 
tenanU he would allow only 20 per cent. 
The acgotiatioaa had beea goiag on 
privately for aome time peat. 

At the Tralee Court-house, before 
Justice Rowan, a postman attached to 
the Castlegregory oflfice, named Patrick 
Harris, was returned for trial at the 
Tralee quarter sessions, charged with the 
larceny of two poatal orders and the em- 
besslemeat of a aaiall sum of aioaey. 

Bllen Teresa O'Sullivan, a reapectable 
young girl, was drowned at Roaring 
Water t):»y, near .Skihbcreen. The poor 
girl was on her way home and the proba- 
bilities are that in the darkness of the 
night she walked into the sea, as her way 
lay for half a mile over a rough and un- 
protected straad. 

Stroag hopea are eatertaiaed that Lord 
Bmly may be ladnced to withdraw his 
resignation and continue the bead of the 
Irish Land and Labor AtSOCiatioa. His 
past services arc everywhere appreciated, 
and his loss would be keenly felt by the 
workingmen of Ireland, as they look on 
him as their leader. 

John Flaaagaa, a jronaif egg aad fowl 
dealer of doaea, Cooaty Moaagbaa, dia- 
appeared last April, aad it was aot aatil 
two weeks ago that bis body was dis- 
covered. He had been murdered for his 
money, the remains being bnried in a 
manure heap, where they were discovered- 
There is no clew to the murderer. 

Importaat meetings in the various cen- 
ters are aow being held and farmers in- 
structed to aid ia catabliabing the pro- 
posed bacon factory ia Tipperary. Al- 
ready a large number of fhares have 
been subscribed for, but it will require 
4,000 to insure the factory, which would 
greatly benefit Tippetary and glvc em- 
ployment to mauy. 

Coroner Neville held an inquest at 
Grancore, about three milca from Clona- 
kilty, into the circumataacca in connec- 
tion with the death of Patrick Meade, a 
respecuble farmer roaidiag ia the town- 
land of Grancore, who died from injuries 
sustained from falling out of a car when 
returning from a funeral at Roscarbery, 
returning a verdict of death from in- 
juries to the'spine. 

At the annual dinner of the Commer- 
cial Travelers' Benevolent Institution at 
the 'Oeatfal Hotel, Dahlia. Chairman 
Jamea Talbot Power said It would gratify 
them all to know that King Bdward waa 
so pleased with his receptioa laat aamaier 
that he bad resolved to visit Ireland as 
often as his duties would permit. His 
Majesty haa announced his intention to 
be present at Punchestown next spring 
Thomas O'Donnell, a victualler of Tar- 
bert, County Kerry, died at the age of 
lOS yean. Deeaaaed, who waa a teeto- 
taller for the past fifty years, alwaya eo' 
the beat of health, aad up to a 
couple of yaara back waa oat aad about 
every day. His deatii was vnevpected — 
in fact, he was partakiug of some food 
when bis relatives, with whom he had 
been conversing, noticed a change taking 
place in his uppearaace and be died 
almost immediately. He smoked ap to 
the last hoar of his life. 

The death of Mrs. Bllen O'Callaghan, 
an esteemed and respected ladyirf (Static- 
niahon, brought forth expressions of tor- 
row in the distiicts of Castlemahon and 
Newcastle West, where she was well 
known and highly regarded for her many 
virtues and endeared to all through her 
amiable and charitable disposition. She 
was the relict of the late Michael O'Cal- 
laghan, national teacher of Mbhoonagh. 
The interment took place in the family 
vaults, the funeral cortege being large 
and repraaeotate|||||^MM8. 

A fire in DnHNBH^i the Potter 
cart and wagon works establishment, oS 
Sheriff ttreet, near the North Wall. For 



an hour the fire raged fiercely and the 
red glare in the sky could be seen in all 
parts of the city, with the result that 
enormous crowds came to the scene and 
caused such great inconvenience that at 
length the poHce had to take steps to 
clear them away. The brigade managed 
to confine the fire to the ae* mills. AH 
the machinery was daatrOyed, a number 
of sheds and a stsck twenty feet high of 
finished timber work. The damage is 
estimated at |20,000.

A party of police at 
once intervened and prevented anything 
like unpleasantness. The crowd remained 
in the streets till some time later, bat no 
further iaddeat occurred. 

At the Praaeatatioa Mqpaatery, Mouat 
St Joseph, Cork, the teaiaias of the 
saiatly and highly esteemed Rev. Brother 
Brendan Costelloe, of the Presentation 
order, were laid to rest in the Conventual 
cemetery, after the community mass, in 
the pious and unostentatious manner so 
frequently petitioned for by the deceased 
during a long and painful illness, which 
be bore with an absolute submission to 
God's will, which eyea ia the smallest 
matters waa atrlkiagly- characteristic of 
one who had coasecrated himcself ea 
tirely and unreservedly to the service of 
God from his earliest youth. 

The extraordinary falling off in the 
number of Irishmen and women return- 
ing from America to spend Christmas at 
home in Ireland is most remarkable this 
year. Not since the Irish began to re- 
visit their native cooatry have we aeen so 
few kndlag aa have oooie tUa Chrlataias. 
Ia fortaer yeara it waa qalta coaimoa to 
see hundreds land by each big ateamer 
calling at Qneenstown in the weeks im- 
mediately jirior to Christmas, but so far 
this season not one hundred have landed 
from any one ship. To find the real 
cause for this falling o£f would be diffi- 
cult. At one glance it would seen as if 
the Irish In America are no longer able 
to pile the dollara as quickly as they did 
formerly. Another view to that tho io- 
creased price of food ia Aaierica la anch 
that the average worker finds it impossi- 
ble to At aside any of his earnings after 
paying for the necessaries of life, and 
yet another view is that the Irish are 
too happy and well housed in America. 
Whatever the cause is, it is a change 
which has an element of sadness ia It aa 
the first thought that strikes the average 
man it that the exiled Irishman's love of 
country is no longer such as it was.

Jam«a W. Duffy. Wall Known 
Citizen, Victim of Haart 
Disease. 



James W. Duffy, a well known and 
highly respected citizen of the West End. 
died very suddenly and unexpectedly at 
bis home, 2139 Griffiths svenne, on Mon- 
dsy morning. On Sandsy evening he 
complained of a pain in his sids near his 
heart, but paid little attentloa to it. He 
slept peacefully during the night and 
arose abont 5:.'!0 o'clock the following 
morning. He went down stairs to make 
the fire, and when hi.s wife followed him 
a little later he was lying dead on the 
floor, near the stove. The Coroner was 
summoned and pronounced death doc to 
heart disease. 

Mr. Duffy was sixty-one years old last 
July, and at the time of his death was 
following the pslnters' trade. - Yean ago 
he was one of the best known pilots on 
the Ohio river and ran from Louisville to 
New Orleans. He piloted many of the 
most famous l>oais that plied the Ohio 
and Mississippi rivers. Later he made 
his home at Lexington, where he lived 
for many years. Some years ago he re- 
moved to this city. He is survived by 
bis widow and three children, two sons 
and adaughtec^^U grown. One of his sons 
is located in New York, but came home 
to atUnd the funeral. The deceased was 
a brotheJ of John Duffy, a deputy in Tax 
Receiver Hrown's office. The funeral, 
which was very largely attended, took 
place from St. Cecilia'a church at 9 
o'clock on Wednes<lay morning. The 
sympathy of many friends in Louisville 
and Lexiuglon is extended to the family 
in their sffliclion.
